PRESIDENT HOOVER WON'T 
COMMUTE JAIL SENTENCES 
OF SINCLAIR AND H. M. DAY 


Follows Recommendation of Attorney-Gen- 
eral Who Says Release Would Undermine 
Faith in Administration of Justice.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.— 
President Hoover will not com- 
mr the sentence of Harry F. 
Sinclair and Henry Mason Day, 
who are serving jail terms here 
for contempt of court arising from 
the shadowing of the Fall-Sinclair 


jury. 

This was announced today at the 
White House, where it was said 
Mr. Hoover would follow the rec- 
ommendation of Attorney-General 
Mitchell that the Chief Executive 
do not interfere. 

The applications of Sinclair and 
Day were received from the De- 
partment of Justice last night, 
with this recommendation at- 
tached. 

Mitchell advised the President 
that granting clemency would un- 
dermine public confidence in the 
administration of justice. 

The record of the trial of Sir 
clair and Day for contempt of 
court growing out of the Fall-Sin- 
clair jury, Mitchell reported, con 
vinced him they had had a “sin- 
ister and ulterior .urpose.” 

He also expressed the belief that 
the public was convinced that the 
jury shadowing operations of the 
two men were conducted for a cor- 
rupt purpose.

Although Sinclair was acquitted 
by another jury on the conspiracy 
charge, e said, other Feder:!

“No Reason for Clemency.” 

Mitchell held that Sinclair's busi- 
ness interests afforded no reason 
for claiming cleinency. and that 
there was no distinction between 
the cases of Sinclair and Day. 

W. L. Peak, Superintendent of 
the District of Columbia Jail, re- 
ported to the Department of Justice 
that, although Sinclair had lost 
about 15 pounds, he apparently 
was in good health and was able 
to attend to his duties as jail phar- 
macist and assistant to the resident 
physician. 

Sinclair -went to jail May 6 to 
serve a three-months’ term for con- 
lempt of the Senate. This sentence, 
with five days off of each month 
for good behavior, ended July 20, 
but in the meantime he had been 
formally sentenced for jury shad- 
owing. The two run concurrently. 
Day joined his employer at the fail 
in June.

HONDURAN CONVICTS FIGHT 
SOLDIERS AND 50 ESCAPE 


Flee Toward Salvador Into Moun- 
tains After Being Driven From 
Trenches at Marcala. 

By the Associated Press. 

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, Sept. 
°i1.—Prisoners who mutinied at the 
national prison in Marcala, near 
the Salvador border, yesterday 
fought with troops for hours and 
more than 50 escaped. 

The prisoners assaulted and dis- 
a their guards and then at- 
tacked the military garrison, burn- 
ing a courthouse and the Regis- 
trar’s office. They entrencied 
themselves on the outskirts of the 
city and met the attack of troops 
with sustained fire. 

Three officers and several sol- 
diers were seriously wounded be- 
fore the convicts were driven from 
their trenches into the mountains 
toward Salvador. Many of the fugi- 
tives were wounded.

TWO THEATER UNIONS 
10 BACK MUSICIANS 


Stagehands and Movie Oper- 
ators to Strike Oct. 5 if 
Peace Isn’t Made. 


The stagehands ‘and motion pic- 
ture operators’ unions notified mo- 
tion picture theater owners today 
that they ~vould walk out on Oct. 
5 unless an agreement with the 
Musicians’ Union was reached by 
that time. The muricians have 
been out of most of the picture 


houses since last Sunday, follow- 
ing failure of negotiations on a 
new annual contract, 

A walkout of stagehands and 
movie operators would compel the 
closing of the theaters, or provoke 
an open shop fight. However, 
John T. Nick, international rice 
president of the stage hands and 
operators, who also-is business 
agent of the local stagehands' 
union, expressed the opinion that 
the musicians’ troubles would be 
settled by the time set. 

Conferences between employers 
and union workers have been ar- 
ranged. The next meeting will be 
on Wednesday. 

Theaters which have signed new 
agreements with the musicians are 
the Shubert-Rialto, American, 
Fox, St. Louis, Grand, Garrick and 
Liberty Music Eall. All other the- 
aters are now operating without 
musicians, who ire seeking to en- 
force their previous agreement 
providing for employment of a 
specified number of musicians ac- 
cording to seating capacity. 
SCENIC DRIVEWAY PLANNED 

ON TOP OF NEW LEVEE 
Dike Adjoining Cha’: of Rocks 

Waterworks to Permit De- 

velopment of Park Also. 

A three-mile levee Jung the 
Mississippi River on city-owned 
property south of the Chain of 
Rocks Waterworks, which: the 
Water Division ill complete by 
next summer at a cost of $12,000, 
will provide a place for a scenic 
drive and permit of the develop- 
ment as a park of 169 acres be- 
tween the river anu Riverview 
drive. The ground, which has been 
used as a city nursery, has been 
subject to occasional overflow. 

The levee will be about four 
feet high and 32 feet wide and will 
be constructed of clay -obtained 
from a neighboring cement factory.

40,000,000 L055 
IN LONDON STOCK 
DEAL; FOUR HELD 


Slump of Seven Securities 
Hits Investors of Clar- 
ence J. Hatry Group and 
Associated Firms. 


ISSUES SUSPENDED 
BY TRADE BOARD 


Brokers Accused of $1,- 
000,000 Fraud — Had 
Passports in Possession 


When Arrested.

LONDON, Sept. 21.—A_  wide- 
Spread stock exchange sensation 
with repercussions in many parts 
of Great Britain developed today 
because of the slump of seven se- 
curities of the so-called Clarence 
Hatry group of companies to a 
Smal! fraction of their price two 
days ago. 

The Stock Exchange Committee 
suspended permission to dgal in 
the stocks, after the slump was 
estimated to have cost shareholders 
$40,000,000. It is understood the 
Bank of England is taking a hand 
in efforts to meet a difficult situa- 
tion. It is feared that many stock 
brokers will be involved in the 
losses. 

Hatry and three associates were 
charged at the Guildhali today with 
conspiracy to obtain £209,000 
(about $1,075,650) by false pre- 
tenses. The four men were remand. 
ed to jail tili Sept. 27. 

The Crown prosecutor intimated 
further charges are likely to fol- 
low. The other accused men ar- 
rested with Hatry are Edmund 
Daniels and Albert E. Tabor, com- 
pany directors, and John G. Dixon, 
secretary. 

AU Had Passports. 

Hatry, Daniels and Tabor all had 
passports which they obtained yes- 
terday and which the police now 
have. 

The case has created great ex- 
citement in London’s financial cen- 
ter. and the courtroom was 
jammed, while crowds gathered 
outside. 

Hatry was a cierk in an insur- 
ance office just before the World 
War, but was dealing in millions 
before hé was 30 years old. He 
became very wealthy. Then re- 
action came and the slump that 
followed the boom of 1919 and 
1920 proved disastrous to thou- 
sands of shareholders in his com- 
panies, 

He recovered and made several 
successful transactions, one of the 
latest being the acquisition of a 
new company, called Steel Indus- 
tries of Great Britain. It had a 
capital of about $40,000,000. This 
company, it is stated, recently ac- 
quired the shares of the United 
Steel Companies, Ltd. 

The stocks placed under the ex- 
change bar are: Corporation of 
Wakefield, 4% per cent: Drapery 
Trust, Associated Automatic Ccr- 
poration, Corporation and General 
Securities, Investment Trust, Pho- 
tomaton Parent Co. and Retail 
Trades Securities. 

Capital of $25,000,000. 

These issues have a total capital 
of more than $25,000,000. Besides 
the Hatry concerns, the prohibition 
affects the shares of another com- 
pany with which Hatry was for- 
merly connected, the City of Wake- 
field Corporation. 

The suspension of dealings in the 
last named issue, a British muv- 
nicipality. is an exceptional step, 
but the Wakefield stock was is- 
sued through the corporation and 
Genera! Securities Co., involved in 
the group. The stock was consid- 
ered virtually a gilt-edged security. 
The suspension of trading will have 
the effect of protecting sharehold- 
ers who otherwise might have rid 
themselves of their holdings be- 
fore an opportunity of arriving at 
the true position had occurred. 

Manchester, Liverpool, Cardiff, 
Huddersfield and Sheffield are 
mentioned among places where fi- 
nancial and business interests are 
expected to suffer considerably. 

The Marquis of Winchester. 
chairman of the Hatry companies 
and the drapery trust said that he 
was not the least worried. “We 
are as anxious as anybody to save 
as much from the collapse as pos- 
sible.” he said. “There are still 
very good assets.” 

As a result of the slump, shares 
of the Photomaton Parent Co. fell 
from $3.25 to less than 60 cents.

OF MISS DUEBBERT 


Norman Tanner, Itinerant

GLASSES LEAD 
TO FIRST ARREST 


Sheriff Grothe Returns Da- 
vid A Miller to St. 
Charles—Both Men Were 
Employed on Farm. 


Norman Tanner, 21-year-old 
itinerant woodcutter charged with 
the murder of Miss Pauline Dueb- 
bert at her farm near St. Charies 
Aug. 22, when her cousin, August 
Mayer, also was wounded, was ar- 
rested last night at Picher, Ok., and 
is in jail at Springfield, Mo. 

Sheriff Grothe of St. Charles 
County was advised of the arrest 
early today when he returned 
from Buffalo, Mo., with Tanner’s 
former companion, David A. Miller, 
44, also charged with the murder, 
who was arrested there early yes- 
terday by Sheriff Hyde of Dallas 
County. 

Both men denied the charges. 

Learning from Miller that Tan- 
ner, known as “Gander,” had re- 
cently been at Picher, a lead and 
zinc mining town near the Mis- 
souri line, Sheriff Hyde went there 
after turning his prisoner over to 
Sheriff Grothe. Tanner was placed 
in jail at Springfield until he can 
be taken to St. Charles. 

Miller’s arrest was the result of 
the finding of a pair of glasses 
near the scene of the murder. 
Known as “the woodcutter vith 
the glasses,” he and Tanner had 
been cutting timber on the Dueb- 
bert farm about 18 months ago. 

Tanner Abandons Auto. 

Investigation disclosed that they 
had left a Boonville hotel early 
in the morning following the 
shooting of Miss Duebbert, aban- 
doning a sedan of Tanner’s which 
he recently had equipped with new 
tires. A flashlight, found near the 
glasses, was traced to a Boonville 
store. 

Sheriff Hyde recognized Miller’s 
picture on a circular calling for his 
arrest. 

A total of $700 in rewards has 
been offered for the arrest and con- 
viction of Miss Deubbert’s slay- 
ers. The St. Charles County Court 
posted a reward of 8500 and Gov. 
Caulfield yesterday issued a proc- 
lamation on behalf of the State of- 
fering $100 each for their convic- 
tion. The Missouri Bankers’ As- 
sociation also offered $100 for the 
arrest of Miller, who is alleged to 
have cashed several worthless 
checks near St. Charles a few days 
before the murder. 

Miss Duebbert, who was said to 
have kept large sums of money in 
her house, was shot as she and her 
cousin were doing chores. Meyer 
is recovering from his wounds.

Engagement of French Notables in 
World of Sport Announced 
in Paris.

PARIS, Sept. 21.—The engage- 
ment of Rene Lacoste. noted 
French tennis player, to Mile. Si- 
mone Thion de la Chaume, famous 
as a golfer, was announced today. 


Rene Lacoste generally is_re- 
garded as one of the two best ten- 
nis players in the world, the other 
being Henri Cochet, also of France. 
Lacoste has won the French singles 
championship twice, in 1925 and 
1927; the English title in 1925 and 
1928, and the American champion- 
ship in 1926 and 1927. 

Mile. Thion de la Chaume won 
the French woman's tile at golf in 
1926 and 1927 and in the latter 
year the British woman's cham- 
pionship as well. Her greatest in- 
dividual feat, perhaps, was her de- 
feat of Cecil Leitch, famous En- 
glish player, 3 and 2. in the final 
of the 1926 French championship 
at St. Cloud.

SPEEDWAY CRASHES 


Ten When Car Dives Over 
Fence Into Crowd of 
Spectators.

MINEOLA, N. Y., Sept. 21. — 
Eleven persons were injured, five 
seriously, In two accidents at the 
Mineola speedway races at the fair- 
grounds here this afternoon. 


Ten of the persons were hurt 
when a racing car driven by George 
Condon dived over the fence and 
plunged into a group of spectators. 

One woman and four children 
were among those injured. All were 
taken to hospitals. 

Bob Robinson, race driver of 
Daytona Beach, Fla., was; gravely 
injured just a few minutes before’ 
when his machine crashed through 
the fence on the opposite turn. ' 

Robinson was crowded through 
the fence on “Death Curve” by an- 
other car driven by Billy Arnold of 
Indianapolis. He was pinned un- 
der the machine. Paysicians said 
his injuries might prove fatal. 

Condon's racer struck a car in 
front of it before it dived over the 
low fence banking the turn. Con- 
don escaped from the wreckage 
with only slight injuries. 

The races continued and most 
of the crowd of 20,000 witnessing 
the speed events were unaware 
that two accidents had occurred 
because of clouds of dust hanging 
over the course.

THREE PHARMACISTS 
NAMED IN LIQUOR PLOT 


Alleged to Have Violated Per- 
mits in Filling Dr. Wester- 
man’s Prescriptions. 


Three pharmacists who handled 
whisky prescriptions issued by Dr. 
Clarence M. Westerman, 901 Ar- 
cade Building, were charged in 
Federal warrants today with 
violating the terms of their liquor 
permits. 

A warrant charging Dr. Wester- 
man with violating his physician's 
permit to write whisky prescrip- 
tions was issued yesterday follow- 
ing filing of a complaint the day 
before by prohibition agents that 
Dr. Westerman on severai occasions 
sold whisky prescriptions to them 
without examination. 

The pharmacists named in the 
warrants are E. A. Hild, proprietor 
of a store at 7325 South Broadway, 
and Rudolph J. Joenk, proprietor, 
and Abraham Packman, cierk, Of a 
store at 2320 Union boulevard. 

Hild is charged with filling at 
one time four prescriptions pre- 
sented by the agents—two obtained 
from Dr. Westerman on Sept. 10 
and two on Sept. 11. although, it ts 
sald, the regulations prohibit filling 
of more than one prescription at 
one time. The prescriptions were 
found in Hilld’s files and seized as 
evidence. 

At Joenk’s store, it is charged, 
Packman filled four prescriptions 
at one time, but the prescriptions, 
when taken from the files. were 
found to bear cancellation marks 
purporting to show they had been 
filled at intervals.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21, -— 


Neither Charles M, Schwab, the 
chairman of the board of the 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation, nor 
E. G. Grace, the president of the 
corporation, knew anything about 
the secret employment of W. B. 
Shearer, big navy propagandist, by 
their shipbuilding subsidiary until 
several months after the Geneva 
conference of 1927, for attendance 
at which Shearer received $25,- 
000 from the Bethlehem and other 
shipbuilding interests.

Both 
h- (Schwab) and Grace had con- 
side:-:d the rumor untrue. Schwab 
gave no further thought to it at 
the time. He had never “dreamed” 
that such a thing could happen. 
“Yes I was interested in the 
outcome of the Geneva confer- 
ence,” he continued, in reply to a 
question. “I wanted peace to come 
to this great country of ours and 
to the world. I was interested in 
the prosperity of this great country 
as an industrial country under 
peaceful conditions. I was inter- 
ested in securing some method by 
which we would be assured of 
peace in the years to come.” 
To another question he replied 
that he had held the “sincere 
hope” that the conference would 
not prove abortive. 
Later he learned that Shearer 
had been employed, and he was 
very much surprised to hear it. He 
knew nothing of any money spent 
by the Bethlehem Corporation for 
propaganda work in Washington.

AS a 
result he called up Wakeman and 
learned to his surprise that Wake- 
man had had some _ connection 
with Shearer.

“Of course, 
I meet thousands of persons at 
public receptions and dinner, but 
I don't recall ever talking with Mr. 

In understand that he 
tried to see me several times, but 
my secretary, Mr. Ward, is A 
shrewd man and he declined to let

Shearer scowled at this testimony 
and urged his counsel, Judge Co- 
halan, to question Schwab.

Craft on Way to U. S. Report- 
ed on Extreme Tip of Aleu- 
tian Islands.

MOSCOW, Sept. 21.—The Rus- 
sian plane “Land of the Soviets,” 
was reported by the Soviet News 
Agency Tass to have landed early 
this morning on Attu Island, the 
extreme west of American territory 
in the Aleutian Islands.

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POLIGE WARNED 
NOT 10 MISTREAT 
THEIR PRISONERS 


Brutal Tactics Tyrannical 
and Cowardly, Says 
Hocker After Acquittal 


of Four Detectives. 


A warning to the entire police 
force against brutal treatment of 
prisoners was issued by Lon QO. 
Hocker, President of the Police 


Board, late yesterday, after the 
board had acquitted four detec- 
tives accused of unbecoming con- 
duct. 

“There is no tyranny so great as 
created by an officer who abuses 
his power. and furthermore, there 
is nothing so cowardly.” declared 
President Hocker. 

“An officer has no right to judge 
the guilt of a prisoner. That 
should be left to judges and juries. 

“Men in custody should be treat- 
ed with the consideration to which 
they are entitled. Many a confes- 
sion has been spoiled by allegations 
of brutality. Brutality has never 
done any lasting good in police 
work. 

Discounting Police Statement. 

“If a prisoner can prove that he 
has been subjected to brutal! treat- 
ment, whatever police may have 
to say against him is discounted. 

“Let the police so conduct them- 
selves that they will be listened to 
with respect by judges and juries,” 

Turning to Chief of Detectives 
Kaiser, one of the witnesses at the 
detective’s hearing, President 
Hocker, inquired: 

“Are men beaten up at police 
stations ?’’ 

“No,” said Kaiser, “‘they usually 
are beaten up “before they come 
in.” 

“Police Are Instructed.” 

Hocker said Re wanted it clear- 
ly understood that neither he nor 
the other members of the board 
would countenance beating of pris- 
oners. Chief Kaiser replied that 
police: were so instructed. 

“No prisoner should be assault- 
ed even when police are trying to 
worm information out of him.”

The detectives acquitted were 
John E. Rooney, Arthur L. Ab- 
bott, William H. Dunman and E. 


William Emerick. 

Charges of unbecoming conduct 
had been filed against them on 
complaint of Nicholas Polito Jr., 
23-year-old son of a Justice of the 
Peace, who asserted he was treated 
roughly by the detectives when ar- 
rested in a restaurant at 518 North 
Sarah street early on the morn- 
ing of Aug. 11. Polito and two 
companions were called into Po- 
lice Court where they were ac- 
quitted of charges of peace dis- 
turbance and resisting arresv. 

Conflicting Testimony. 

Testimony at the Police Board 
hearing was similar to that at the 
police court trial, testimony being 
conflicting and each side blaming 
the other for aggression. 

Abbott’ and Rooney testified they 
were summoned to the restaurant 
by the night manager who antici- 
pated trouble from Polito’s party.

In the course of going into the 
matter thoroughly testimony as to the whole compara- 
tive science of municipal revenue in American cities 
should be revealed. 

The Chamber and the Exchange deserve public 
gratitude for taking the initiative. Taxes and assess- 
ments are not the sort of thing ope™'y discussed by 
politicians. They are matters the community must 
correct for itself, and fortunately we have the new 
Civic Development Bureau of the Chamber to take 
the lead. St. Louis, as we have been pointing out for 
some years, is suffering from insufficient income. 
That is, when the people voted a bond issue of $87,- 


000.000 there was no corresponding increase in the 
city’s revenue for the maintenance of the new streets 
and new institutions provided for in the bond issue. 
Mr. Nolte, the Comptroller, has recently made the 
point that the proposed $50,000,000 bond issue for 
additional improvements cannot be thought of until 


mally running about $1,000,000 a year short of 
maintenance. In the last six years it has had five 
deficits. 

The Baltimore Sun says of this situation in St. 
Louis that “a city so badly managed, or whose tax 
laws are so rigidly drawn that it cannot keep within 
them and borrow money for essential public im- 
provements, is in a bad way.” That is true. We 
must find a remedy, and the community looks to 
Judge Grimm and his committee. Apparently the 
chief trouble here is the constitutional limitation of 
$1.35 on the $100 valuation for municipal purposes. 
That is, as we have often pointed out, a matter 
which cannot be remedied without a vote by the 
whole State, which takes time. In the absence of 
civic leadership nothing was done about it at the 
last session of the Legislature. 

The assessment offers an easier remedy, but one 
with certain limitations. Perhaps in the end we 
will find it necessary both to increase the tax rate 
and reform the assessment. The assessed vaiuation 
of St. Louis real estate last year totaled $998,930,210. 
The tax levy was $31,492,704. The municipal budget 
was $29,528,057. Let us compare these figures with 
those of Boston, which is slightly smaller than St. 
Louis. Her total assessment was $1,779,663,200, her 
tax levy $56,446,106, and her budget $64,691,833. 
Baltimore is about the size of St. Louis. Her total 
assessment last year was $1,109,045,366, her tax levy 
$25,940,763, and her budget, including bond issues, 
$81,912,657. Detroit is about one-third larger than 
St. Louis. Her total assessment last year was $2,933,- 
638,350, her tax levy $76,571,292, and her budget 
$142,262,342. Pittsburg is about three-fourths the 
size of St. Louis. Her total assessment last year 
was $1,014,116,820, her tax levy $36,722,409 and her 
budget $48,561,728. 

Pittsburg, by the way, has one of the most inter- 
esting tax systems in the country. It is a modifica- 
tion of the single tax. The assessment in St. Louis 
will bear investigation. It is low in total and un- 
equal in distribution. The condition is one in 
which inequalities inevitably accumulate, and it has 
been many years since the assessments of St. Louis 
were dragged into the light. A cursory survey re 
cently made of 247 sales scattered throughout the 
city showed an average assessment of 56 per cent 
of the selling price. Wide discrepancies were re- 
vealed, assessments ranging from 17 to 99 per cent. 
The Chamber of Commerce Committee can render 
a very great service by going into the matter. It has 
not been so long since favoritism at the City Hall 
went so far as to corrupt some of the city employes. 
Let us go into the whole matter, correct its abuses, 
and provide St. Louis with the revenues necessary 
to a great and growing American city. 
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SUMMER PASSES. 


Except that it was slightly cooler than usual, sum- 
mer in St. Louis had little claim to note, as to weatb- 
er. But it was replete with incidents hereabouts 
which may some day claim the pen of a browsing 
historian. Notable among the season's big events 
was the endurance flight of the St. Louis Robin, 
whose crew managed to stay up longer than anyone 
else. In the absence of a fight for a pennant, this 
plugged a civic gap. 

Among the other notable performances were: Mayor 
Miller’s shadow-boxing with Kid Home Rule: Gov. 
Caulfield’s haymaker on the terminable permits bill; 
Judge Faris’ new mustache: the marriage of Col. 
Lindbergh; the visit of Charlie Pyle’s transconti- 
nental mile moochers; the pajama parades: the 
stockingless fad; the birth of 176 snakes at the 
zoo and the deplorable demises of Mopie, the sea ele- 
phant, two king penguins and a zebra: the battle to 
keep Forest Park partially a forest, still raging, and 
the momentous decision of the Board of Aldermen 
to provide badges for “identification.” 

On the whole, summer in St. Louis was quite worth 
while. The drouths, cool spells, rainfall and hail-

THREE ATROCITIES. 
' With the arrest of David A. Miller and Norman 
/Tanner, itinerant woodcutters, it is to be hoped 
that the appalling murder of Pauline Duebbert will 
shortly be cleared up. The pair were traced 
through a pair of sun glasses and a flashlight 
found near the scene of the crime, an abandoned 
automobile and a letter written by one of the men 
to his wife. 

Solution of the crime, as the Post-Dispatch has 
pointed out, offers no baffling aspects). The murder- 
ers, evidently after money, killed Miss Duebbert and 
grievously wounded her cousin, August Meyer, when 
they found they had been recognized. It was plain 
that it was a “neighborhood job” and that the cul- 
prits were crude and clumsy amateurs. In leaving 
the scene they scattered a broad trail of personal 
belongings, clothing, weapons, cartridges and other 
evidence. It was inevitable that this collection would 
yield the key to the case. 

Two other atrocious crimes in the vicinity of St. 
Louis have been committed in the last few days. 
City Marshal Paul Taylor of Troy, Ill, was shot by 
one of two strangers when he was about to lodge 
them in jail overnight. The men had asked for a 
place to sleep, saying they had no money, and Taylor 
suggested the jail, pointing out that it would offer 
them beds as well as an alibi if anything happened 
during the night. As he was opening the jail door 
one of the men pulled a gun, shot Taylor and escaped. 
Ted Marshall's murder near Caseyville, Lll., vies in 
cold-blooded horror with the Duebbert killing. Mar- 
shall, an automobile salesman, was giving a demon- 
stration ride to two sombreroed men who posed as 
prospective purchasers. At the intersection of Casey- 
ville road and Black lane they disclosed their pur- 
pose of robbing Marshall of his money and the car. 
When Marshall protested, they shot him and fled. 
Marshall crawled a quarter of a mile for help and 
was taken to a hospital, where he died. 
We trust the Illinois authorities will have as much 
success jn the solution of these cases as Sheriff 
Grothe apparently has had in the Duebbert murder.

THE TARIFF AS MEDICINE.

UBSTITUTION of a tariff for conserva- 


tion of natura] resources makes many 
an American disgusted. If an industry fails 
to make a profit because of poor manage- 
ment, or by reason of wasteful exploita- 
tion, an immediate wail of woe is sent up 
to Dr. Congress, asking for a dose of pro- 
tection. It is not often that the doctor pre- 
scribes tariff medicine for patients of this 
kind, but when he does fall into that error 
the result is always fatal. 


A group of oil men is asking Congress 
to protect America from foreign petroleum. 
The United States is using up its oil sup- 
Ely several times as fast as any other na- 
tion, and yet Congress is asked to put a 
premium on wildcat drilling by closing the 
market to foreign petroleum. A potion no 
less deadly is sought by certain groups of 
lumber men. The country is cutting its 
timber with reckless disregard of the fu- 
ture, and Congress is asked to hasten the 
process by excluding lumber from other 
countries, 

Keeping protection within its legitimate 
field ts one of the most difficult phases of 
tariff revision. A duty is not a substitute 
for conservation and never will be. Even 
the alchemy of Congress is not sufficient 
to restore youthful prosperity to industries 
which have wasted their substance in riot- 
ous living.

| in Freshman Class Makes 


Step Possible.

| Medicine had six applicants 
every place in the freshman class 
this year and, like other noted 
medical schoois, is consequently 
tightening up its standards for ad- 
mission, in fact if not in formula. 
the dean, the Rev. Alphonse M 

| Schwitalla, S. J., announced today. 


From four foreign countries and 
45 states, 974 students applied tor 
the 160 places in the first year 
class this term. Ten fewer were 
accepted this year. although, 470 
more than last year applied. The 
freshman class is ultimately to be 
reduced to 125 for the benefit of 
more intensive attention to each 
student. 

Unlike. Washington University. 
which already requires three years 
of college training for entrance to 
the medica! school, and has an- 
nounced the adoption of a four- 
year prerequisite, the long-estab- 
lished Jesuit institution is retain- 
ing the two-year college preregui- 
site. Five of the 160 students se- 
lected, however. have master’s de 
grees, 72 have bachelor’s degrees. 
eight have four years’ college work 
not leading to a degree, and only 
32 have no more than the mini- 
mum requirement. 

“Credits alone are not a suffi- 
cient basis in choosing students,” 
said Dean Schwitalla. “The men- 
tal caliber of the student is more 
important. A young man at the 
top of his class, with only two 
years’ college credit, is more de- 
sirable than a student with a de- 
gree who barely managed to make 
average grades. With these great 
numbers to choose from, we are 
able to enforce a high standard 
of premedica] traini and yet not 
bar the few highly Wesirable stu- 
dents who possibly because they 
could not afford further college 
work. have secured only the min- 
imum credits.” 

Higher fees would be expected 
to follow higher standards of prep- 
aration in any other profession, he 
remarked, but the ethics of medi- 
cine provided safeguards for the 
public. ; 

“The profession itself has been 
characterized by altruism to a de- 
gree second to no other profession 
except the ministry.” he explained 
“Physicians have been prepared at 
all times to render voluntary serv- 
ice, all too frequently at the risk 
of their own comfort and conven- 
ience and sometimes with serious 
financial iosses to themselves. 

“The physician regards his own 
profession as indispensable for pub- 
lic safety and public health, and 
as a consequence. unconsciously 
even, he is attempting to correlate 
his own activities with the activi- 
ties of the community in which he 
is practicing. Consequently the 
financial! status of the community, 
its health needs and its general 
level of culture, are probably much 
more influentia! in establishing the 
level of medical costs than are the 
rights to a financial return. as de- 
termined by long years of appren- 
ticeship and intrinsic worth of the 
service rendered.

~ NEEDED; 29 MEN 


ARE ON HAND FOR’: 
DAILY WORKOUTS. 


By James M. Gould 

The football situation at Wash- 
ington University is appropriately 
enough hut unfortunately decided- 
ly “bearish.” The squad is small— 
oue of the smallest in recent years 

—and the chance for a stronger- 

than-usual team undoubtedly poor. 
Of course, conditions may, change 
in the next two weeks but they 
will have to veer to a right-about 
to make the Washington coaches 
take an optimistic view of the sea- 
son to come. 

Dr. Al Sharpe, director of ath- 
letics and the team’s head coach, 
is not discouraged but that he 
isn’t at all pleased is easy for the 
interviewer to discern. 

“This is the smallest squad I 
ever have handled.” he said, to- 
day. “At no time have we had 
more than two elevens out for 
practice. Varsity material—that 
is, eleven men to start as regulars 
—we have but where our reserve 
is to come from, I’m sure I don’t 
know. If we had 25 men out and 
they were all first-stringers, things 
wouldn't be so bad but, while we 
have the 25 to work with, only a 
few of them can be regarded as of 
varsity caliber. 

Prepared for the Worst. 

“In the practices we have held 
thus far, only two lettermen have 
been in the line and two in the 
backfield. Both the linemen are 
in new positions for Captain Jab- 
lonsky, now being tried at center, 
is a natural guard and Glazer, now 
at tackle, played end last year. 
Rawdon and Hornsby are the two 
veteran backfield men. 

“T can’t imagine what has come 
over the men. Certainly, those in- 
terested in making the team should 
be out for practice at this late 
stage. Butz and Paris we know 
will be late reporting but there are 
others we counted on who have 
not made an appearance and who, 
it seems, will not show up. 

“You have to use an entirely dif- 
ferent system with such a small 
squad. The damage done by in- 
juries to regulars is twice as harm- 
ful as if you had a fine reserve 
squad to chose from. 

“There is no use in hiding the 
conditions out here. The season is 
starting under the most disappoint- 


~ ing auspices and it is as well to 
let the alumni know what to ex- 


pect.” 

| Only 29 in Uniform. 

At yesterday’s morning workout 
the chief one of the day—there 
were just 29 players in uniform at 
Liggett Field. According to Line- 
coach Gale Bullman, he has, be- 
sides the regulars, only one man 
in that department that he would 
consent to send into a game right 
now. Ed Meyer. last year a substi- 
tute*‘on the line, reported yester- 
day, as did Clarence Ax, a 1928 
backfielder, who, this year, will try 
out at end. 

It is doubtful if either Butz or 
Paris, two dependable linemen, will 
be in condition to start the opening 
game against Illinois College Oct. 
5. Coach Bullman hopes Paris 
may be rounded into form in a few 
days and he might be available, 
though no such hope is held out in 
the case of Butz. 

The picture taken of the 1928 
Washington varsity squad inludes 
45 players. Of the men in that 
picture only nine are now out for 
football. 

Must Have Reserves. 

Washington's schedule is a wear- 
ing one—one that makes absolute- 
ly necessary a strong. reserve. That 
is exactly what the Bears lack at 
present nor are hopes for one to 
match the schedule any too bright. 
Another drawback is the lack of 
a place in which to house the foot- 
ball candidates. As it is, the 
coaches say, different men turn out 
in the morning and afternoon. 
Many of them come from small 
towns outside of St. Louis and, with 
classes not yet started, can attend 
only once a day. 

From the coaching standpoint. 
then, the fact that “it is always 
darkest just before the dawn” is 
about the only optimistic angle. 

And, with conditions as they are 
now at Washington, the arrival of 
the dawn may be considerably de- 
layed with the darkness continuing.

NIGHT FOOTBALL | 
PROVES SUCCESS}! 
AT MKENDREE 


Night football had its first test 
in the St- Lonis district last night 
when McKendree College and Scott 
Field played under lights at Leb- 
anon, Ill. The results of the test 
were most pleasing to the 1000 
spectators and any fear that every 
phase of the game might not be 
visible from every part of the 
field was completely dissipated by 
the perfect working of the Mc- 
Kendree home-made lighting-sys- 
tem. McKendree won the game, 
3-0, kicking a field-goal in the 
final quarter. 

The lighting system, consisting of 
20 floodlights, four sets of two and 
two of one light each on either 
side of the field, was copied after 
that to be installed by Washington 
University here for games with 
Drake and Drury on Oct. 12 and 
26, respectively. The McKendree 
students, with the help of Lebanon 
artisans, made the complete in- 
stallation at a cost of $250 as com- 
pared with the expenditure of 
$2280 at Washington. The lights 
are set on poles, concrete-based, 
and are 36 feet high, the poles be- 
ing set 15 feet from the sidelines. 
A white ball is used but even the 
usua] tan-leather sphere could 
have been used with clear visibil- 
ity so brilliant was the flood of 
light from the reflectors. 

Any seat in the stands or on the 
sidelines was a g00d seat from 
which to view the game and a 
newspaper could have been read 
with ease in either place. Nor is 
the light a glaring one’and night- 
game spectators probably will find 
the spectacle easier on their eyes 
than a bright sunlight. 

The McKendree system is differ- 
ent from that at Washington. At 
Francis Field, there will be 24 
lights. six sets of two on each side. 
It seemed that the one at Lebanon 
was not quite ufficient for the 
proper illumination of the end 
zones. Moreover, the Washington 
lights will be 50 feet in the air, 
eliminating any possible shadow. 
At Washington, the lights will be 
of 48,000 watt-power as compared 
with 40,000 at Lebanon. 


Art Eilers, business manager of 
athletics at Washington, Coach 
Johnny Davis of the Bears, and 
Coaches Anderson, Walsh and 
Flanagan of St. Louls University 
had their first look at the night 


game. 

W. Rawlings of McKendree was 
the referee and he and the assis- 
tant officials declared the game 
was as easy to follow, if not easier, 
than those played in the bright 
sunlight. 


There is no glare on the eyes 
of the spectators. An impression 
is given of greater speed of play. 


Last night, a painted ball was 
used. Washington will use those 
of white leather, their use having 
been sanctioned by the Rules 
Committee. A new one will be 
put in play in each quarter. 


McKendree used white helmets, 
but probably will go to ones of 
darker color in later games. It 
was easy to mistake a helmet for 
the ball and the mistake was made 
several times. 


With the game ready to start 
and the players in position for ‘the 
kick-off, the lights went out. But, 
only for two minutes, and there- 
after there was no interruption of 
service.

this heydey of chemistry, they must 
be made in countries where flowers 
are plentiful and labor is cheap for 
it requires from 250,000 to 750,000 
rose blossoms to make one pound 
of oil of roses. So most real flow- 
er perfumes come from the sunny 
south of France where labor is very 
cheap and flowers very plentiful. 

Originally the powdered roses 
were mixed in lard which absorbed 
their odor, but since lard spoils 
very soon, the method was never 
a very satisfactory one. And now 
alcohol, benzine or even purified 
gasoline is the stuff which pre- 
serves the rose’s fragrance for us. 

Indeed, no matter whether per- 
fumes hail from Arabia or France 
or the factories of Chicago, they 
are mixed with alcoho! or chalk 
or rice or talcum powder. 

But the day is probably not far 
off when the chemists will have 
outdone both flowers and animals 
by concocting strange and sweet 
perfumes of a dozen kinds or more 
from such cheap and base sources 


as coal tar.
